The lesultb on the win Ic weic bettci than in any picvions year Twentj-five candidates 
appealed foi the examination fioin all the Chn-fs* Collej^es twelve of whom came from the Mayo 
College. Tui of the twelve passed in .ill subjects, while two who obtained sufficient aggiegate 
m 11 ks, bnt failed in one oi two subjects, weie gianted Diplomas on passing a second test Kanwar 
Bhnwan Pal of Kotin, U P , stood on the general list, and was the onl) candidate m the 
Chicfb’ Colleges to gam a Diploma with distinction, which ho did in English, SaiisKnl, and Uindi. 
He stood second in Admmistr.ition and in History and Geography. The other Mayo College 
candidates stood 3td, 5th, 8th to I5(h, and 18th on the general list Kanwar Onkai Singh ot 
Bigsuri, Aimer, who stood 3td on the gciieial bet, was 2nd iii English, and 3rd in Pompuboiy 
Mathematics Kanwar Chiman Singh of Dnspan, Marwai, stood di^t in Science and in Advanced 
Mathematics iii all the Collfges, The 12 candidates taken togethei obtained an nvtiage of oO G 
pci cent of lull marls in all subjects, and n liiglici pcicentage than the candidates ftoin any other 
College in Englidi, OompiiKoiy and Advanced Mathematics, Science, Administiatinn, Snn«knt

Separate arrmigemcnts ivonid stfif he rcqiiiicd for the Post- Diploma classes for wliieli the Gnvem- 
ment of Indw oere nslual to protido a sttpplo,„e„t..iry Moff ot not less than one Engl'iM, and one 
Jnclian Professor for the tiino Icing. Tho question oi additional BiigliM, .Mastens is still n„dcr the 
consideration of Gotetnineut, and at prcssiit the English staff has been reduced to three. 
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The quefstion of class-room accommodation was considered by tlie Inspectors to be hardly less 
important. The requirements of the College in this respect were explained in last year’s Report, 
'and plans and estimates were prepared for a wing at each end of the Main Building. These were 
laid before the Managing Committee, but it was found necessary to postpone their consideration for 
financial reasons. The cost of the additions in white marble would be approximately Rr. 1,80,000. 
I would propose that a Building Fund should be instituted, to wliich surpluses in the College Fund 
should be credited until the sum was attained. 

As regards teach in g, the introduction of Grammar recommended last year by the Inspectors 
was carried out under the supervision of Mr. Abhcrofi, and was approved, with some further 
suggestions which will be adopted. A want of unifoimity in handwriting was noted, which it is 
hoped to improve by more systfniatic copywriting. 

The scheme for the teaching of Geography, which was placed last year under Mr. Fansliawc, 
was generally approved, but the Inspectors remarked on the lack of adequate supervision of the 
teaching in the lower classes. It is hoped to remedy this when the English Staff has been 
Htrengthened. For the ieaclung of History the Inspectors recommended a move extensive' use of 
maps and charts, and a number of these have betn provided. A series of lectures on the History of 
Rnjputana and tlie antiquities of Ajmer has been kindly undei taken by Pandit Gauri Shankar, 
Curator of the Ajmer i^Iuseum, to be supplemented by visits to places of local interest. 

The teaching of Mathematics wag favourably repotted on, and it may be noted that in tin's 
subject, which was a weak point for some years, only one of the 12 Diploma cMndidates failed to 
pass this year. He was permitted a second test, in which he was successful. 

As rei^ards Science, while again criticising the curriculum, the Inspectors remark that the 
standaid of the Diploma clas-5 is considerably higher than at the other Chiefs’ Colleges. In this 
connection it must be observed that a change in the coiiive requires to be simultaneously adopted 
by all the College*', as the examination is held in common. The Inspectors’ Report contains no 
definite pioposals for ro modelling the Science Course, and the Government of India have lately 
apiMiinted Dp. E. G. Hill, of the Muir Central College, to advise on the question. It is hoped that 
his scheme may be sancti»ned in time to allow of its being studied for next year's examination.

HiglmoPS tho Maharaja of Kislmngnrh offered Its. 5,000/- and His Highness the Raja of Snilana 
Rs. 4,000/-. Donations wore Bubscqnonlly promised by Their Highnesses tho Alaharno Raja 
of Bundi, tho Mnharajndliiraj of Sirohi, The Maharaja of Bhnratpur, and the Maharawal of 
Dungnrpur, bringing up tho total subscriptions to about nino lakhs. 

As regards tho imraedinto requirements of tho staff, tho Oonncil resolved to request the 
Government of India to provide not less than one English and one Indian Professor for Post- 
diploma work for the time being. 

For the ordin.ary School Classes the Council resolved that 4 Indian Masters should bo added 
to the staff, and empowered the Vice-President to secure permanently tho services of at least one 
English and one Indian Master from tho leave reserve wlio are now lent to tho College. The 
question of a Higher College is now under tho consideration of the Governinont of India. 

The Council were not in favour of fixing a minimum age for tho Diploma, 

Asrognids the Temple Service*?, which were prcvionsly considered by a Sub-Committee of the 
Chiefs present, tho Council ro«!olvod that arrangements hlioiilcl bo made for a daily temple sendee, 
ns at present, for all tho«Q boys v\hoso Durbars ni«li them to attend daily, and that for othcis 
attendance should bo compulsory on Festivals, Sundays, and whole holidays. 

Tho Managing Committee met once in Fehruary 1912, when the Budget Estimates wrero 
framed and proposals to strengthen tlio English staff were dcLiidud and submitted to tho Gcncinl 
Council. 


The con‘?ideration of an cxtcnMon of the olnss-roonis was postponoil on financial grounds, and 
the Commillcc woro unable for tho same reason to con'-idcr the C'slnbh ‘aliment of a niudol faiin, Init 
n sum was allotted to enable some of tho College staff to vi&ii other institutions in Biitish India 
such as tho Training College at APnhnbnd.
